The Customs Tariff <lae8Uoii. ^ 

Doabtless oor local oontomporary 
flnda it very much easier to misrepro. 
BBDt the position takm by tliia journal 
npOD the tariff question than to rofato 
:lhe cogent argamenls lheteia presented. 
Henoe we fiad tijat paper devoting a 
wh6le column OD Monday last to tho 
grosBeat miereprfJsentatlon that baa 
lately come under 'bar obBervalionj. I" 
ft recent article upon u,thei.,,8nbje6t of 
Btock-farming we polnte4x>Rt the Bin- 
galar adapVation of Brltiih Oolnmbia to 
that particular branch 'o^'induBtry, and 
intimated a belief that the country 
already possesses ample menoB to supply 
its own markets with beof, provided reo- 
floottble facilities were afforded for driv- 
ing stock from the Interior of the Main- 
land to the seoboard ; and wo took oc» 
eosion to deplore the circnmstance of 
still Bending in the neighborhood of one 
hundred thousand dollarb a year out ot 

. the country for that of which wo havo 

''■ "fin ample domestic supply, coald it only 
'be brought forward to market; and woj 

' moreiJyeri intimated that the drain upon 
oor wealtli.or at least a portion theroofj 
Wight be better utilized in '^'opening 
ayenueB throogh which the acoumnlat. 
' Vng stock of . the interior might reach 

_ this marketi and thus keep that large 
annual Bum.in the Colony to strengthen 
apd enrioh its industrial interests; It 
■ was in view of the oondltion ^of things 
thus presented that wo suggested thut 
the application .of the Canadian tariff 
would exert a beneficial inttaonce, inas- 
much as it would increase the protouiivo 
duty on that of which we havo an atnplo 
domestic supply, and admit free of duly 
that which alone wo needed to import, 
viz. animals for the improvement ot 
itook; and in reply to the supposititious 
exclamation, "Ob,yoa go in for proleot- 
ion,after all," wo romaiked thui we did, 
"when wo fiad something tangi bio to pro 
teot, and in protecting which wo oiin ai 
once build up a largo domestic interest, 
stop the outflow of one hundred thousiiud 
dollars a year nor send a single gratuitous 
dollar to Ottawa." For all this wo ar* 
Beverely taken to task; our position is as- 
Bailed in anything but a spirit of Eng- 
lish fair play, and an attempt is made to 
ihow that we are inconsiatont — that 
we advocate sending ten thousand 
dollars a year to Ottawa in tho fihapo of 
duly onimporiod beof, and an efTort is 
made to excite popular prejudice agninsl 
the Canadian tariff by assorting that it 
would cause the' consumer to pay a ceot 
a pound more lor beef. It is oven at- 
tempted to question tho pri^ile^'e of the 
free imporiaiion of breeding stock under 
that tariff, and the people are told that 
*' the Block that will be admitted free 
•will bo first class only — ard a very few 
head of them will be required. So the 
farmers will save bat little by goltiug 
breeding stock free.>' Now, the law says 
"sach as shall be imported for tho imn 
proTcmenl of slock '* fball bo admitted 
free, and eaya nothing about ol asses or 
quality. We leave it to the reader 
-to say which authority is to bo believed. 
We repeat, that the Culoiiy njw pos- 
aessea ample moan3 of supplying iti own 
markets with boef, and that with the 
establishment of good communication, 
the only animals that there would be tho
